A greener fencer may have a 
few moves down, she says, but 
probabiy fences with a more 
steady pace, making it easier for 
their opponent to anticipate 
moves or note a weakness.

Creating a ‘no-Dilbert’ zone

A group of Andover resi- 
dents want to help downtown 
be all it can be and they pro- 
pose making changes from the 
ground up. 

Members of the Downtown 
Andover Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation (DANA) submitted a 
warrant article for Annual 
Town Meeting to create a Cen- 
tral General Business District 
in downtown Andover that 
would limit the use of first 
floor space to retail or con- 
sumer-oriented business. 

“This is a no-Dilbert zone,” 
says DANA’s Dennis Ryan of 
the proposal to create a First- 
floor Retail restriction on the 
downtown area. The object is 
to prevent downtown from 
becoming an office park, Ryan 
says, full of offices and cubicles 
that don’t serve any customers 
walking in off the street. 

“We need to decide what the 
downtown should be. Fish or 
fowl,” Ryan says. 

DANA member’ Ann 
Knowles, a former municipal 
planner, agrees, and says the 
key to a thriving downtown is 
cohesiveness. 

“If the street is punctured or 
interspersed with gaps like 
empty storefronts, parking lots 


or offices, people tend not to 
keen going, but get in their car 
and go home,” she says. 

The recent surge in banks 
and insurance company 
expansion into downtown 
Andover are creating gaps that 
jeopardize the coherence of the 
downtown, Knowles says. 

“These kinds of services are 
needed, but we (DANA) were 
struck by how many commer- 
cial services there were in one 
area,” Knowles says. 

The First-floor Retail bylaw 
proposed by DANA would 
allow such services as insur- 
ance companies, banks and 
financial institutions, but 
those businesses would be 
required to put any office 
space that isn’t necessary for 
walk-in customer services on 
the second floor or above, 
Knowles says. 

Currently the town has 
three general business dis- 
tricts: downtown, Shawsheen 
and Ballardvale. The first floor 
retail bylaw would only apply 
to the downtown area that 
would be distinguished from 
the other general business dis- 
tricts as the “Central General 
Business” district. 

A similar bylaw proposed at 
last year’s Annual Town Meet- 
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ing, the Retail Overlay Dis- 
trict, did not distinguish the 
downtown from other business 
districts, Knowles says. - 

Another element that dis- 
tinguishes this year’s bylaw 
proposal from the retail over- 
lay proposal of last year, is the 
role of the Planning Board, 
Knowles says. 

While last year’s proposal 
would not allow anything 
other than retail in certain 
areas, the First-floor Retail 
bylaw would allow the restric- 
tions to be waived under a spe- 
cial permit from the Planning 
Board, she says. 

The First-floor Retail bylaw 
filed for Town Meeting vote 
this year is based on a similar 
bylaw that has been in place in 
Lexington for more than 10 
years, Ryan says. 

Knowles says the bylaw has 
been enforced without inci- 
dent since its inception. 

They proposed Andover 
bylaw will be part of the topic 
of discussion in a forum with 
the Andover Planning Board 
on downtown development 
issues scheduled for Tuesday, 
March 2, at Memorial Hall 
Library.

News flash: The ‘burbs want more state money

This week’s installment of tilting 
at windmills was prompted by the 
material that crossed the desk cour- 
tesy of the Suburban Coalition, an 
alliance of about 50 communities in 
— as you might expect — the sub- 
urbs. The group was formed in the 
hope that there would be strength in 
numbers to offset the obvious politi- 
cal clout of the urban centers. 

While Andover is not a member of 
the coalition, the group presumably 
represents the interests of communi- 
ties like ours, and recently issued its 
1999 position paper, a collection of 
legislative priorities that essentially 
seek the same thing the cities all seek 
— more state money. 

Good luck to them. 

While the four priorities — more 
education funding, special ed reform, 
more money for non-school buildings 
and property tax breaks for low-and 
moderate income residents — would 
certainly be lovely if they trickled 
down from a benevolent Legislature, 


the chances of that happening seem 
dim at best. 

Not because there is no money ina 
Statehouse stuffed to the gills with it, 
but because these priorities are total- 
ly opposed to the prevailing philoso- 
phy on Beacon Hill. 

Let’s take them from the top: 

Item 1, the request for more educa- 
tion funding, is based on the appar- 
ently shocking finding that, in most 
of the suburbs, most of the tax bur- 
den is borne by the residents — as 
much as 90 percent in some cases. 

Is this a surprise to anybody? 

While Andover is something of an 
exception to this syndrome, given the 
amount of business and industry 
clustered in the routes 495/93 inter- 
section, the general rule is that one of 
the reasons people live in the sub- 
urbs is to get away from those noisy, 
smelly, traffic-producing, pollution- 
spewing businesses and industries. 

Even in Andover, there is a move 
to stop one of those industries (a 
power plant) even though it’s not 
even here. It’s in the next town over. 

The logical result of little or no 
business and industry is that resi- 
dents have to shoulder the tax bur- 
den. 

And now they want the state to 
bail them out of a condition that 
largely exists because of their own 
choice? Good luck. 

Even more significant, however, is 
the assertion by the coalition that 


suburban school districts need more 
State funding of education because 
“angry taxpayers” won’t pass over- 
rides, which then “gradual cutbacks 
in programs that threaten the quality 
and breadth of education.” 

Sounds terrible doesn’t it. But 
while nobody will say this for the 
record, in a perverse way, this is 
exactly what is supposed to be hap- 
pening. 

You see, one of the major reasons 
for education reform was to make 
educational opportunity more 
“equal,” whether students live in 
Roxbury, Andover or Wellesley. 
While the professed goal is that all 
systems will be “excellent,” it doesn’t 
take a brain surgeon to realize that is 
not going to happen. Even if it were 
possible to make everybody allegedly 
excellent (Lake Woebegon, where are 
you?), then excellence loses its mean- 
ing. Excellent means better than 
average. Outstanding. Above the 
pack. 

The more likely result, and what 
is apparently happening in this case, 
is that those systems that once were 
excellent begin to sink back toward 
the average. And again, while 
nobody will admit it outright, that is 
the logical result of a Legislature con- 


trolled by people who believe it isn’t 


fair for wealthy, suburban communi- 
ties to have all these programs that 
the poorer communities never had in

Sewer project will 
mean seniors can’t 
afford to live here 


Editor, Townsman: 

Senior citizens of Andover beware, 
your eviction notice may be as close as 
the next town meeting. I say this 
because a lot of the information on the 
sewer project is not being told to us and 
no other group of citizens will be so 
much affected as you. 

If the sewer project is to pass, the 
seniors will experience the biggest tax 
increase they have ever seen in all the 
years they’ve ever lived in Andover. 
Senior citizens on fixed incomes can’t 
afford such an increase on their taxes. 
As a fourth-generation Andover resi- 
dent, I feel that to lose such a valuable 
resource such as the seniors would be a 
tragedy to us all. Many of my lifelong 
neighbors would be forced to leave the 
only home they have ever known. 

Not only are we at risk of losing the 
seniors if this project is to pass, we 
might also have the empty-nesters 
move out as well. These two groups of 
homeowners benefit the town like no 
other. When they pay their taxes they 
require very little in town services. But 
once you have forced these people out, 


‘then you open up homes that are con- 


sidered to be starter homes. Instead of 
having one or two people in a home 
now, there are younger families with 
four or five people requiring more 
town services for the same amount of 
tax revenue. 

Families that would now occupy 
these homes, now vacant because we 
have forced out the seniors and empty- 
nesters, require so much more — big- 


Editor, Townsman: 

The political rhetoric from the 
Town Manager and other town board 
officials is claiming that the 9.3 per- 
cent budget (FY 2000 and 2001) pro- 
posed by Superintendent Claudia Bach 
is too high. As a teacher and president 
of the Andover Education Association, 
I support Dr. Bach’s budget. It is 
important to emphasize that Dr. 
Bach’s budget increase -at best will 
only help us to maintain the status 
quo, and the status quo in Andover is 
already woefully inadequate. 

Allow me to provide you with a few 
illustrations. A 9.3-percent increase is 
proposed in order to meet the substan- 
tially increased needs of the system. 
Some of the needs include student 
enroliment increases, some are result 
of MCAS (Mandated State Testing) dic- 
tates, some are special needs driven, 
some are a response to state mandates 
for professional development, and 
other increases are in such areas as 
increased costs for transportation, etc. 

What Superintendent Bach’s budget 
will not do is to decrease class size so 
that Andover has class ratios compara- 
ble with the towns that Andover likes 
to compare itself to such as Lexington, 
Weston and Lincoln-Sudbury. These 
towns limit class loads to about four 
per teacher, at their high schools, with 
a cap of 100 students per teacher. 
While at Andover High School teach- 
ers have class loads between 130 and 
135, with five classes. What this inex- 
orably means is less time to work with 
individual students and a_ reduced 
number of writing assignments, given 
the time needed for correcting. 

At the elementary schools, teachers 
have inadequate time to plan lessons. 
This has become particularly acute 


requiring new materials to be taught, 


ger schools, more school buses on our 
narrow streets, more playing fields, 
and a bigger police and fire department 
to cover the greater population. 

Something that people don’t realize 
is that if this sewer project is to pass is 
that the expense doesn’t stop at $22.5 
million (in South Andover) and a bet- 
terment fee added to your tax bill. You 
still have to pay at your expense to 
have the sewer go from the street to 
your house. And if your septic tank is 
now in your back yard you now have to 
redo your plumbing in the house to go 
to the street side. The septic tank has to 
be removed, if that is considered haz- 
ardous waste. How much does that cost 
to have removed? All this expense to 
hook up to the sewer you might have 
spent in some cases the cost to put ina 
new septic system. 

Can all this be done for the low cost of

since state mandates are constantly 


and at every level ancillary readings, 
which are vitally needed to broaden 
the curriculum, are missing. In addi- 
tion, staff development training funds 
do not begin to meet the required 3 per- 
cent of budget investment mandated 
by the 1993 State Education Reform 
Act. 

The problem that we face in 
Andover is that our per-pupil expendi- 
ture rate is significantly lower than 
those of comparable communities. 
According to the latest figures avail- 
able from the Department of Education 
(FY 1997), Andover spends $6,030 per 
pupil while Lexington spends $7,685, 
while Weston spends $9,906, while 
Wellesley spends $7,555. If Andover 
really wants to be considered in this 
upper echelon, then we as a communi- 
ty need to step up to the plate. A 9.3- 
percent increase does not begin to 
change our per-pupil ratio in compari- 
son to other affluent school systems. 

Just as public education is funda- 
mental to our economic and social well 
being, so is the quality of education 
directly linked to our real estate val- 
ues and to the very quality of commu- 
nity life. 

Andover’s real estate values will 
continue to be in the upper levels if we 
increase our per-pupil expenditures 
above average. And as our economy 
continues to move into a knowledge- 
based mode, public education must be 
the engine which turns the wheel. 

We of the Andover Education Asso- 
ciation invite the entire community to 
join us in confronting our budget 
shortfall. Let us discuss the real needs 
of our school system so that we can 
meet the real needs of our students and 
our town for the 2ist century.

Dracut's proposed 
plant is a Trojan Horse 


Editor, Townsman: 

There are a number of unanswered 
questions that need to be addressed 
concerning Dracut’s proposed power 
plant before we can be sure of the true 
nature of this project. 

There is a concern among some peo- 
ple that the current proposal is merely 
a Trojan Horse, meant to give Constel- 
lation Power a foot in the door from 
which point it will then create a mon- 
ster at the proposed Brox site. This rel- 
atively small proposal could very well 
mushroom into a complex which would 
be far more polluting, unsightly, and 
costly to Dracut and the abutting com- 
munities of Methuen and Andover than 
is currently envisioned. These are just 
a few of the questions that must be 
answered before an honest evaluation 
of the effect of the proposed power 
plant can be assessed. 

1. Since the current proposed power 
plant includes an upgrade to the power 
grid in the area of the Brox site, what 
will this upgrade mean to the abutters 
of the site, not only in Dracut but also 
in Methuen, Lowell and Andover dur- 
ing the upgrade process? 

2. With the large supply of gas need- 
ed, will an enlarged gas pipeline be 
required to be built to the site, with the 
same problems as above? 

3. Is the power plant developer pre- 
pared to reimburse property owners 
for the expected loss of property value 
due to the plant? 

4. Since the state’s power plant siting 
board now seems to have become a rub- 
ber stamp to the power plant industry, 
what is to stop any number of plants 
from being built along the same river 
bank in Dracut where the current pro- 
posed plant is to be located? 

5. Given the enormous needs for nat- 
ural gas that such a plant will generate, 
what will this do to the price of natural 
gas in the area? Is there any plan to 
ameliorate any of the potential 
increase in costs to residents in the 
area? 

6. If there is any sort of dip in the gas 
supply to the power plant, who will get 
the first call for that gas, the power 
plant or the residents of the area? 

7. In the case of any disruption in 
gas supply, are the power plant owners

Wait until we fix and build 
everything they want, and 
then maybe we'll pay atten- 
tion to you. 

Finally, Item 4 seeks prop- 
erty tax breaks for low-, mid- 
dle-income and elderly resi- 
dents of suburbs, who can no 
longer afford to pay the taxes 
on homes that have appreci- 
ated so much in value. 

This one sounds like it 
might be a winner. Almost 
nobody can turn down a 
request to benefit “working 
families” or the “elderly.” 

But again, think about it 
from the prevailing point of 


view. Maybe these are people 
who fall into middle- or 


lower-income categories 
now, but if they’ve lived in a 
house in the suburbs for 30 
years, they are considered 
more “fortunate” than oth- 
ers. 

Why should the state sud- 
denly start to subsidize their 
“fortunate” circumstances, 
when there are others in 
Cities who have never had 
the opportunity to live in a 
house in the suburbs? Why 
shouldn’t they have to step 
back to an apartment in the 
city before they start asking 
for state help? 

Like it or not, we live in a 
State where financial success 
is a punishable offense. And 


that seems unlikely to 
change anytime soon.

Trying to live as peaceful people 
through oppression takes courage, 
patience, and endurance of the spirit. 
But trying to overthrow a government 
takes strategy, whether the peace you 
strive for is called shalom or called 
ahimsa. 

Tibetan culture has been in jeopardy 
since the Chinese government invaded 
in 1959, but according to Mary Gendler, 
the Tibetan way of life is more at risk 
now than ever. 

When the leaders of Tibet began 
searching for a way to renew their peo- 
ple’s struggle against the Chinese occu- 
pation of their country, they sought the 
help of an Andover couple who have 
devoted their lives to the practice of 
non-violence. 

Rabbi Everett Gendler and Dr. Mary 
Gendler, of Andover, were asked to 
bring their combination of the spiritual 
and the strategic to help inspire 
Tibetans who hope to regain control of 
their country through non-violent resis- 
tance. 

Rabbi Everett Gendler has served 
more than 25 years as the Jewish chap- 
lain of Phillips Academy and as the 
spiritual leader of Temple Emanuel in 
Lowell. He also taught a class in non- 
violent philosophy at Phillips for more 
than 15 years. 

Dr. Mary Gendler retired from her 
career in managed care to travel with 
her husband and take up the cause of 
the Tibetan people, a cause she has held 
Close to her heart for many years. The 
Gendlers say part of the reason they are 
drawn to the effort to free Tibet is their 
connection as Jews to a people in exile. 

“I feel a certain kinship as a Jew. 
Our people wandered for thousands of

years, and now they are in exile,” Mary 
says. 

She also admires their bravery in 
non-violent resistance and their drive 
to be self sufficient. “A lot of what they 
get is donated, but they make it hap- 
pen,” she says. 

Everett says Jews can serve partly as 
a promising example of a people who 
have survived exile. 
“Our religion instructed us to ‘hate evil 
and love what is good’ and to work for 
justice. It has also taught us: ‘You shall 
not stand idle while your neighbor 
bleeds,” Everett says. 

This is what he told a class of 
Tibetan high school students during a 
recent trip to India. The students sat 
seated on the hard floor of an unheated 
assembly hall in mountains of Dharm- 
sala. After the Gendlers presented a 
brief lecture on recent developments in 
non-violent resistance strategy, the stu- 
dents spent hours questioning them 
about their perspective as Jews and 
how non-violence could really be effec- 
tive enough to end their struggle. 

Their questions were probing and 
challenging, the Gendlers say. Jews 
themselves are still asking questions 
like “Were there alternatives to vio- 
lence in the final stages of struggle for 
Israel? ‘What if efforts to regain the 
land had been attempted through non- 
violent means? Would independence 
have taken longer? Almost certainly, 
but might not the terrible situation 
today, the enmity between two peoples 
and the persistent bloodshed, been 
avoided?” Everett says. 

In an article co-written by the 
Gendlers published in Reform Judaism, 
Fall 1998 edition, describing their expe- 
rience teaching in India, Everett com- 


pares a rabbi, Yochanan ben Zakkai, to 
Tibet’s spiritual and political leader, 
the Dalai Lama. 

Zakkai escaped from Jerusalem 2,000 
years ago. He made a deal with the 
Romans to set up a Jewish school in a 
Roman city. While some Jews called the 
rabbi a coward or accused him of trea- 
son, the Romans slaughtered or exiled 
the remaining Jews and destroyed their 
temple. 

“Had Yochanan not established the 
school at Javneh, our people might 
have disappeared. Does this remind you 
of someone?” Everett asked. 

The Gendlers are familiar with the 
endangered culture of Tibet. They have 
traveled to India five times, and to Tibet 
once. They have had three private audi- 
ences with the Dalai Lama, a privilege 
usually reserved for those who have a 
working relationship or friendship 
with him. 

The Tibetan community has turned 
to other leaders of the non-violent resis- 
tance movement including Dr. Gene 
Sharp of the Albert Einstein Institution 
of Cambridge and Colonel (Ret.) Robert 
Helvey, a former instructor at Fort Ben- 


ning, Georgia. 
Gendler cites examples in which 
non-violent resistance succeeded 


including during the British invasion of 
India, the overthrow of the Marcos 
regime in the Philippines in 1986 and 
the success of the Latvian indepen- 
dence struggle against the USSR in 
1989. He also cites the courage of the 
man who stood before the Chinese tank 
in Tienenman Square in 1989. 

But during their travels, Gendlers 
found that Lhasa, the capital of Tibet, 
was not exemplary of the spiritually 
strong Tibet they knew. Tibetans

showed an hostitily, aggressiveness, 
and directness not characteristic of a 
such a nonviolent, devout people, 
Everett says. 

It was not characteristic of a people 
with hope, Mary says. 

She accuses the Chinese of deliber- 
ately aiming to break down Tibetan 
family and religious structures and the 
culture as a whole. 

Tibet is now home to 6 million 
Tibetans and 7.5 million Chinese, Mary 
Says. 

“They are outnumbered. Everything 
has changed and their culture is at 
risk,” she says. 

About 150,000 Tibetans live in exile 
in India and Nepal, she says. 

While the odds are against them, the 
Gendlers believe the “‘soul force’ about 
which Gandhi spoke is real, and once 
mobilized and combined with hard- 
headed strategies, it becomes a formida- 
ble power,” they say. 

This power is also based on open 
communication, Mary says. 

“If the Chinese could really under- 
stand what the Tibetans feel they have 
at stake, maybe there could be a gen- 
uine reconciliation,” she says. 

They plan to return to India to pre- 
sent more seminars on non-violent 
resistance, this time for leaders chosen 
by the community, leaders who will 
take what they have learned to other 
Tibetans in exile. The couple happens 
to be leaving for India on their 35th 
Anniversary. 

“We think it’s kind of cool,” Mary 
Says. 

The article in Reform Judaism is 
illustrated by Mary’s photos, which will 
be on exhibit at Phillips Academy this 
spring, she says. 
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Schools begin posturing to preserve the budget

The first order of business in the annual 
budget waltz of the School Committee and 
Selectmen is to make it clear that much of 
the budget increase is mandatory expenses, 
says Dr. Claudia Bach, Superintendent of 
Schools. 

The School Committee has submitted a 
preliminary budget request of $36.7 million 
(see story in the Townsman, Jan. 7). While 
the increase was originally calculated at 9.3 
percent over last year’s budget, Bach says 
much of the increase is due to mandatory 
costs in special education that added to last 
years and this year’s budget. 

Excluding those costs, the budget 
increases 7.8 percent over last year, Bach

Says. 
“We're hoping to make it clear that those 
(costs) were beyond our control,” she says. 

Bach says she doesn’t believe there are 
any frivolous requests in the Year 2000 bud- 
get request since more than half of the staff 
positions requested by principals and 
administrators were denied. 

“We looked and scrutinized, and did not 
include some very legitimate requests. We 
knew we had to be as fiscally responsible as 
we could. What we have here are what we 
feel are very essential requests,” she says. 

Improvements required by education 
reform account for much of the budget, Bach 
says, including $300,000 for textbooks. 

The payroll budget increases 2 to 3 per-

cent annually to meet cost of ‘) increas- 
es negotiated into salary contracts, Bach 
says. More than 80 percent of the budget is 
salaries, she says. 

The educational costs associated with 
increased graduation requirements at the 
High School are also included in the FY 2000 
budget, she says. 

School Committee Tim McCarron says if 
he had to start making decisions about what 
to cut from the budget, he would make 
expenses that directly effect classrooms the 
priority. 

“I think we’re going to have to look at the 
CIP (Capital Improvement Projects), as 
opposed to specific areas in the operating 
budget,” he says.

An argument between Kartell and 
Vajda led to a struggle, which ended in 
the fatal shooting. Vajda, of Walker Road 
in North Andover, died almost instantly, 
according to Steve O’Connell, spokesman 
for the Essex County District Attorney’s 
office. 

Guarded by Methuen police, Kartell 
was admitted to the hospital after the 
shooting, for heart problems and minor 
injuries from the fight, police say. 

Kartell, of 29 Brady Loop, practices 
plastic surgery from offices in Andover, 
Chelmsford and Nashua, N.H. 

Kamm, also of Brady Loop, is a psy- 
chotherapist. 

Holy Family Hospital President Bill 
Lane described Kartell, who has been 
affiliated with the hospital for 25 years, as 
“a good friend” and said he was “well- 
respected.” 

The couple was in the midst of a 
divorce, and had been separated since 
December, reports say. 

O’Connell says Vajda and Kartell were 
familiar with each other. 

Kamm had been admitted to Holy 
Family Hospital Saturday with an illness, 
he says. Holy Family Hospital spokesman 
Richard Doherty says Kamm remains in 
stable condition at the hospital, where her 
husband is also being held. 

Kartell was to be arraigned in his hos- 
pital bed Wednesday, after Townsman 
presstime. 


Vajda, formerly of Andover, emigrated 
from Hungary and worKed in the comput- 
er industry. He was a member of Temple 
Emanuel of Andover. He is survived by 
family members including three daugh- 
ters. 

Andover and Methuen police were at 
Kartell’s residence Tuesday night into 
Wednesday morning. They called in 
members of the Trauma Intervention 
Program to help break the news to family 
members there. 

The yellow light from windows of the 
Kartell home were the only lights to be 
seen at 3:30 am. in the dark woods sur- 
rounding the large homes that occupy 
Brady Loop. 

TIP volunteers were also assisting staff 
members at Holy Family Tuesday and 
Jayan Conlin of TIP says Wednesday 
morning that TIP volunteers planned to 
return to hospital later that day. 

Police recovered the alleged murder 
weapon, a .38 caliber handgun, O’Connell 
says, but he declined to Say where or how 
many times the victim was shot. 

“He died almost instantly,” O’Connell 
says. 

Kartell had a legal right to carry a gun, 
and renewed his permit in 1994, says 
Andover Police Chief Brian Pattullo. 

“We know Dr. Kartell. He's always 
been an upstanding citizen and support- 
ive of the police department,” says Pattul- 
lo. “He’s never had any (negative) inci- 
dents with us. As a matter of fact, over the

Kartell served as president of medical staff at 
Holy Family Hospital for two terms in the 1980s.

chemotherapy. Her fight with cancer was profiled 
in the 1997 book Living with Breast Cancer. 

Kamm said in the book that she became tired of 
her situation and wondered when and how it 
would change. 

“I wanted my old self back. I gave up entertain- 
ing,” she said. “One day I was in town doing an 
errand. I found myself whistling. I said, ‘My God, 
my energy’s coming back.’ I got outside of myself. I 
could think about other things outside of myself. I 
was walking faster.” 

Of the 39 woman photographed for the book, 
Kamm was one of six to pose with her spouse or 
partner.

Is renaming a road called 
Sweeney Court after new resi- 
dent Jay Steinmetz about just 
rewards or about just plain ego?

“Tt used to be if you had a big 
ego, you had a big house or a 
fancy car,’ says Paul Birch, of 
Rattlesnake Hill Road. 

“Does this set a precedent?” 
he asks. “Is it now, ‘ have a big 
ego so let’s change the street 


name’”?” 

Besides vanity, Steinmetz 
has also been charged with “un- 
Andover behavior” by Leigh 
Michie, a neighbor of Stein- 
metz’s, who says he should not 
be rewarded with an Andover 
street named after him. 
Although Steinmetz says he 
was a good neighbor and helped 
Michie improve her property at 
his own expense, Michie alleges 
he made changes to her land by 
claiming it was his own. 

Chairman Bill Downs also 
read a letter from a woman who 
said she was born in one of the 
two Sweeney Court homes 
when it was owned by her 
cousin Henry Sweeney. Stein- 
metz and his sister now occupy 
the only two houses officially 
on Sweeney Court. 

“IT feel strongly the name 
should not be changed for the 
convenience of newcomers,” 
writes Rita Sweeney, now of 
High Street. 


At the request of selectmen, 
Steinmetz himself explained 


why he wanted the name © 


change. 

“Td like to change the name 
not out of ego, but out of hard 
work and care for my proper- 
ty,” says Steinmetz. “It’s not 
ego, it’s not about my car, it’s 
not about the money. I’ve done 
a lot of work to it.” 

The name change was origi- 
nally requested by Peter Caru- 
so, a lawyer representing Stein- 
metz. Caruso argues “it’s 
almost a New England tradi- 
tion” to name streets after those 
who -have substantially 
changed the land. Since he 
moved to Andover in July, 
Steinmetz has cleared brush, 
painted, cleaned up his proper- 
ty and made plans to pave the 
road, says Caruso. 

“I guess the reason I do want 
to call it after myself is 
although it’s not a new develop- 
ment, in essence it is a new

development,” says Steinmetz. 
“T’ve had people actually come 
up the road and thank me and 
say what a great job I’m doing

Court was a mess before I took 
over,” he says. “I think it’s a lot 
safer now for the police and fire 
to come in now.” 


Selectmen say they'll vote on 


the issue at their next meeting, 
although one selectmen has 
already tipped her hand. 

“It seems that we’re coming 
down to money versus history,” 
says Lori Becker. “Personally, I 
have a problem with the name 
change, for historic purposes.” 

Officials say they can’t 
remember the last time a street 
name was changed in this man- 
ner and are researching the 
matter.

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Residents take a wait-and-see approach to EZTrans bus service

Andover residents have 
few complaints about the 
new EZTrans bus service, 
but enough problems have 
surfaced, officials say, to war- 
rant taking a closer look at 
how the program is run. 

Some residents who use 
the service say problems 
with getting through to the 
dispatch office to schedule a 
ride, and problems with rides 
arriving on time, were more 
prevalent when the business 
was first taken over, and for 
the most part have since been 
addressed. 

Steve Colyer, a member of 
the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transit Authority’s 
board of directors, says he 
would like to find out more 
about how well the company 
is running before recom- 
mending that Andover pays 
for its annual share of ser- 
vice next year. 

A warrant article, sched- 
uled to be voted on at Town 
Meeting, would allocate a set 
amount for transportation 
for elderly and disabled resi-

dents, Colyer says. 

“It may need to be evaluat- 
ed,” he says. He has heard 
residents’ concerns about the 
amount of time they have to 
wait for a scheduled ride and 
the amount of service resi- 
dents get. 

Some residents qualify for 
door-to-door service, and 
some qualify for curb-to-curb 
service, depending upon 
their level of independence, 
says one subscriber. 

“Sometimes people _ get 
dropped off, but no one 
knows they’re out there,” 
Colyer says. 

Waiting time has been a 
problem for some, especially 
if the ride is late, they say. 
Passengers who schedule 
rides through EZTrans must 
be prepared to allow 30 min- 
utes to be picked up. For a 
ride pickup scheduled for 9 
a.m., the passenger should 
expect the ride to arrive 
between 8:45 and 9:15 a.m., 
they say.

Town looking at two 
possible Prop 2b overrides 


By Neil Fater 

Unless it wants to cut back on the services 
it currently offers, Andover will need two 
multi-million dollar Proposition 2» overrides 
during the next two years, says Tony Torrisi, 
town finance director. 

Torrisi told selectmen Monday he believes 
the town will need such measures to fund both 
the nearly $12.9 million safety center project 
and next year’s proposed $26 million schools 
project. 

To approve a Prop. 2» override, residents 
must first approve the construction project by 
a two-thirds vote at town meeting. Then, a pri- 
vate ballot asking people if they want to over- 
ride Prop 2: must be taken within 45 days of 
town meeting. If a simple majority votes in 
favor, then an override will be used to pay for 
the project. 

Residents already approved a $38.5 million 
override in May 1994 to renovate and add onto 
three schools, Andover High, South and San- 
born. 

Selectmen have included two 1999 Town 
Meeting articles to build the public safety cen- 
ter. One would allow the center to be funded 
through a Proposition 2 override, one would 
not.

Pressed as to how he thinks the project 
should be funded, Torrisi paused a long time 
before answering. 

“T think its going to be very difficult to con- 
tinue the level of service the town provides 
without a debt exemption for both the schools 
and the safety center,” he said. 

“That’s the vehicle to use,” he added, later. 

Some selectmen are considering the option 
of paying only some portion of the safety center 
with a Proposition 2» override. Torrisi says 
Andover can split the number into police costs 
and fire costs if it chooses to do this, but can 
not pick an arbitrary dollar figure for the debt 
exemption.

When Barbara Kilduff decided to be 
a professional singer, her parents 
worried about her performing in dark 
and smoky places. 

But there will be no smoking 
allowed when the concert-hall lights 
come up for Kilduff tomorrow, Feb. 26. 

That’s when Kilduff will introduce 
her celebrated soprano voice to Boston 
in a recital at the Longy School of 
Music sponsored by Concert Opera 
Boston. 

She says Friday’s recital takes its 
music from “pieces of my past. I want- 
ed it to be interesting to listen to, but 
also have some variety.” 

“What we tried to do was have a bal- 
ance of songs and also coloratura 
arias,” says Kilduff, who launched her 
career in New York and European 
opera houses before coming to 
Andover with her family last year. 

Kilduff will sing in French, Russian, 
German and Italian with works by 
Faure, Handel, Thomas, Messager, 
Delibes, Tchaikovsky, Rimsky-Kor- 
sakov, and Richard Strauss. 

She picked Strauss because of her 
success in the role of Sophie. The Han- 
del work comes from her time as 
Cleopatra in the 1988 Metropolitan 
Opera’s production of Giulio Cesare, 
says Kilduff. 

Kilduff had to fill those royal shoes 
earlier than planned when another 
singer was unexpectedly indisposed. 
She was lauded for that early entrance 
by the New York Times. 

But Kilduff entered the world of 
music at an early age period, she says. 

“I always sang and played the 
piano. I went to college for music,” 
says Kilduff. “My father, being an engi- 
neer, was very practical about it.” 

As a result, Kilduff started her 
undergraduate work at SUNY- 
Fredonia studying music education. 
She and her family figured she could 
become a music teacher if she was

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unable to make it as a performer. 

“My parents had visualized me 
singing in bars or smoky places rather 
than in an opera house. For years the 
question was, ‘When are you going to 
get a new job?’ ” she says, smiling. 

Rather than turn to teaching, how- 
ever, Kilduff stuck to learning, switch- 
ing her undergraduate focus to music 
performance and then acquiring two 
masters, one from the University of 
Connecticut and another from Yale. 

In 1986 she entered international 
operatic waters and made a splash,

winning the Metropolitan Opera 
National Competition in New York, 
along with a gold medal at the Munich 
International Vocal Competition and a 
silver medal at the Tchaikovsky Com- 
petition in Moscow. 

“In a sense it was a make-or-break 
time. If you did well, you went on,” she 
Says. 

Obviously, Kilduff was able to “go 
on” after that, appearing in opera 
houses throughout the world. But, she 
still doesn’t seem to believe she can 
offer much advice to young singers 
looking to enter the field. 

“The advice most people would give 
is, ‘Do it step by step,” she says. “But I 
think I was luckier than most are 
because the competitions I did were 
sort of an international springboard. 
But how do you tell someone how to do 
that? 

“You have to be in the right place at 
the right time... and be prepared.” 

Certainly, Kilduff has shown a 
knack for being in the right place at 
the right time, both in her professional 
and personal life. 

While she was doing a performance 
in the Philippines, a conductor gave 
her his Boston address, just in case she 
was ever in the area. Kilduff figured 
she’d never need it for anything more 
than her Christmas card list. But, now, 
here she is in the Boston area, looking 
for contacts. 

“You just never know,” she says. 

In 1991, when she had 10 days off 
before her next performance in 
Munich, Kilduff had another lucky 
brush with fate. 

“T decided to take a vacation and I 
met my husband in Heathrow Airport, 
of all places,” she says. “We kept in 
touch by phone and by letter. He actu- 
ally was there when I sang at the 25th 
anniversary at the Met. That was an 
exciting time.”

weight room or training facility because 
Safety personnel could schedule time in 
the new Andover High field house weight 
room or in the Collins Center. 

Students in the new schools might also 
use an existing auditorium, gym, audio 
visual area or computer lab in another 
school, he says. 

“Both the school projects should be 
looked at to see what parts of those facili- 
ties directly bear on the education of the 
students,” says Collins. “We need to really 
look at how much beyond the classroom 
space is really necessary.” 

French is the lone candidate to support 
all four of the current multi-million dollar 
projects that residents will consider at 1999 Town 
Meeting. She says the town should approve the $22.5 
South Andover sewer-extension project, the $12.9 mil- 
lion public safety center plan, the $4.3 million Rogers 
Brook sewer extension and the $2.5 million for plan- 
ning to build two new schools in 2000. She does sug- 
gest the town should explore the possibility of tying 
the purchase of conservation land to sewer exten- 
sions. 

Downs is the only candidate against the Council on 
Aging’s desire to lease Phillips Academy’s Williams 
Hall for 30 years with a 10-year option. He also does 
not believe the safety center project is ready, and 
wants to add onto the West Andover station first to 
supply a permanent structure the central fire station 
can use during the eventual downtown construction,

Downs says he’s concerned about what will hap- 
pen to seniors at the end of the 30-year lease, whether 
or not Phillips decides at that time to offer a possible 
10-year extension. 

“T’ve always supported the seniors but I can’t sup- 
port a lease,” says Downs. “After 40 years - if the 
lease goes that long - the seniors will have no place to 
go, Phillips will own the building and there will be no 
more land in town to build a center. Then the town 
will have to build a center at a cost of probably $15 
million.” 

Assuming Phillips offers a 10-year extension after 
the initial 30-year lease, Downs estimates rent paid to 
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Phillips will cost more than $1 million per year, 
because the lease option will call for half the then- 
going rate. 

“It’s not a sound financial business deal,” says 
Downs. “After 30 years, the town has no equity in the 
building.” 

Ideally, most residents want the center built on 
town-owned land in the center of town. However, for 
now, the only town-owned property the seniors could 
use is near the West Andover fire station. Downs is 
the only candidate willing to build a senior center 
there. 

“There are a lot of things we all wish were differ- 
ent. But seniors have worked hard and (Will Hall) is 
near town,” says French. “Assuming they can raise 
the money, most of the risk is on them.” 

“I think the only reason (Council on Aging mem- 
bers) say they don’t want to go to West Andover is 
because it’s too far. But it’s one mile to Will Hall and 
about three miles to West Andover,” says Downs. 

“West Andover isn’t the end of the earth, but it 
feels it to seniors,” says French. 

Collins says he supports the Will Hall option 
because it uses an existing facility and meets the 
needs of the seniors. 

“The seniors are a very integral part of the town 
and keeping that proximity to town reemphasizes 
that fact,” adds Collins. 

While the problems with renovating Andover High 
have some residents leery of renovating an old 
Phillips dormitory, Collins believes it can be done if 
the town keeps a watchful eye on the project. 

“The High School project should stand as a water. 
shed for any construction in town,” he says. “But 
rather than being a stop sign, I hope that’s viewed as 
a case study for how these projects should not 
evolve.”

It is called TUNA, for trans-ure- 
thral needle ablation, and Chris 
Falvey, an Andover resident for the 
past two years, is the northeastern 
regional sales representative for a Cal- 
ifornia company called VidaMed that 
developed the procedure. 

It is designed to treat benign prosta- 
tic hyperplasia (BPH), an enlargement 
of the prostate that causes symptoms 
ranging from the annoying to the dis- 
abling. While obviously much less 
threatening than cancer, BPH is still a 
major health problem for millions of 
middle-aged and elderly men.

When it does, it tends to squeeze the 
urethra, making difficult to urinate. 
“It gets to the point where they 
have to know where every bathroom 
is if they’re out of the house, and 
where at home they can be getting up 
three or four times a night,” he says. 
Until this past year, there were 
essentially two treatment options. 
One, called TURP, for trans-urethral 
resection of the prostate, is much 
more invasive than TUNA, because it 
“shreds the urethra” while carving 
out a wider opening in the prostate. 
Falvey says TURP can require sev- 
eral days to a week in the hospital, a 
recovery period of four to six weeks 
out of work, significant pain for up to 
a week, not to mention potential side

It took until 1996 to refine the proce- 
dure and get FDA approval, and it 
wasn’t until last summer that it. 
received approval for coverage from 
Medicare and HMOs. 

In a TUNA procedure, which takes 
about 45 minutes and can be done in a 
doctor’s office, the physician inserts 
two thin probes not much wider than 
a human hair into the urethra, and 
guides them into the prostate. A video 
camera in the needle helps the doctor 
guide the probe. 

Once in place, the probes emit low- 
level radio frequencies that deliver — 
blasts of heat at about 58 degrees cent 
grade, which incinerate some of the _ 


widely used: locally, it is done by sev- 
eral Andover and North Andover urol- 
ogists, Falvey says. But the potential 
market would appear to be huge, if the 
procedure delivers as promised. 

TUNA is not for everyone, Falvey 
says, including those whose prostate 
glands may not be shaped normally, 
or when the gland contains stones.

trip could be spent driving up the coast 
with a tour of wine country mixed in 
with Los Angeles or San Francisco,” 
suggested Mr. Keefe. “People need to 
know their personal choice and then 
talk to a travel agent who can give them 
ideas.

xemprint uses non-invasive laser 
imaging to record the stone’s unique 
“print” — the pattern of light and sparkle 
from its facets, then downloads the infor- 
mation to an international database. 
Other precious stones also can be 
imaged. 

Available through local jewelers for 
about $35, Gemprinting comes with a 
certificate of registration. If appraised, it 
also comes with description of cut, carat, 
color, clarity and registration number 
for database retrieval. If the service isn’t 
available locally, call 1 (888) GEMPRINT. 

“Finally, consumers can take comfort 
knowing that their diamond is of good 
value and is protected from thievery,” 
says Jeffrey Dreben, president and CEO 
of CVF Technologies, the parent compa- 
ny of Gemprint. 


Silver: Use it 


(AP) — What to do with all that lovely 
sterling flatware you got as wedding 
gifts? Don’t wait for company; use it, 
every day. 

“Silver is meant to be enjoyed. It’s too 
elegant to be tucked away out of sight,” 
says Alison J. Gutterman of Jelmar, the 
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company that makes products for silver 
care. 

“This means that some of the most 
treasured, decorative possessions are in 
day-to-day use, which is good for the 
owners and good for the silver. The best 
way to protect silver against tarnish is 
not to hide it away, but to use it regular- 
ly.” 

Frequent use, with consistent wash- 
ing and tarnish removal as needed, gives 
silver soft, lustrous patina, she points 
out. The best treatment is to wash the 
flatware in hot, soapy water, rinse, and 
dry thoroughly. When using tarnish 
removal products, you’ll sense a mild 
chemical aroma, which is from the sul- 
fur coming off the silver. Don’t rub, and 
rinse the silver in cold water.

For a bit of wit to leaven the serious 
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stuff, try Happily Ever After: the Wit and 
Wisdom of Marriage (Angel City Press, 
$16.95 hardcover), by Jim and Helene 
McMullen. “Like all successful politi- 
cians, I married above myself,” con- 
fessed former President Dwight Eisen- 
hower. Testimony from mystery 
doyenne Agatha Christie: “An archaeol- 
ogist is the best husband any woman can 
have; the older they get the more inter- 
ested he is in her.” And Shakespeare’s 
reluctant bridegroom, Benedick, 
declares, “When I said I would die a 
bachelor, I did not think-I should live till 
I were married.” 

~ When it gets down to basics, your 
marriage is about the three of you — you, 
your spouse, and your money. Love, 
Marriage & Money (Dearborn Financial 
Publishing, $15.95 paperback), by Gail 
Liberman and Alan Lavine, lays out the 
framework to manage finances so they 
don’t spoil your relationship. The 
authors, who are married to each other 
and admit to having occasional disagree- 
ments, offer front-line advice on the 
financial issues you face, include 
prenuptial agreements, whether one or 
both of you will work, insurance and 
retirement planning, how to pay for a 
house, a baby, etc. 

~ Every Bride Is Beautiful (Morrow, 
$25 hardcover), says Deborah Chase, 
who offers information and advice to 
prove it. The author, whose New Med-

expands the subjects to include exercise, 
diet, wedding dress choices, hairstyles, 
hand and nail care and other concerns.

Along the way, Chase offers his- 
toric wedding lore, such as the fact that 
brides in the World War II era wore 
street clothes instead of elaborate gowns, 
to demonstrate their patriotism. 

~ Getting pretty for the wedding is 
time to indulge in a cosmetic analysis 
and make-up lessons. Famed ’60s design- 
er Mary Quant offers them in Classic 
Make-Up & Beauty (DK Publishing, 
$13.95 paperback). 

— Is it all right to e-mail your thank- 
you notes? How many of those invited to 
your wedding will come? Pamela A. 
Lach has practical answers in The 
Bride’s Etiquette Guide (Chicago Review 
Press, $6.95 paperback). She discourages 
e-mail, since it’s less personal and not 
everyone has it; and figure 75 percent of 
the people on your invitation list will 
attend.

“The most important thing to keep in 
mind is, don’t pack too much,” says 
wardrobe manager Susan Dresner of 
New York.

Dresner, recently voted Money maga- 
zine’s ‘black belt shopper,’ says never 
pack separate individual outfits — mix 
separates instead and never pack any- 
thing you haven’t tried before the trip.

Dresner says you can get great fash- 
ion picks that are in stores’ resort and 
spring collections now. Remember that 
all the pieces should work together for 
minimum packing and maximum 
impact. 

Some suggestions: A long, lightweight 
flowing skirt in black or white, and a 
short sexy skirt in the same colors. A soft 
pair of pants, again in black, white or an 
accent color. A long-sleeved blouse that 
coordinates with skirts and pants that 
can be worn unbuttoned like a jacket in 
black, white, or the accent color.

The Ring 


(AP) — Long after the wedding and 
through the marriage, one thing shines 
as brightly as it did at first — the ring. 

The bride’s engagement ring stands 
out as the most significant part of wed- 
ding jewelry. Its stone represents the 
first serious jewelry investment for the 
couple, and its durability celebrates — 
sentimentally and substantively — their 
commitment to one another. Further, it 
will last beyond their lifetime, possibly 
to be enjoyed by their children. 

The number one choice of stones 
remains the diamond, according to jew- 
elry industry experts. Nearly 70 percent 
of all brides-to-be will receive rings with 
diamonds. 

“The diamond will last forever, and 
the style of its setting should always 
reflect the taste of the wearer,” says 
Melvyn Kirtley, vice president at Tiffany 
& Co. However, colored gems, used 
alone or in combination with diamonds, 
are gaining in popularity, according to 
the November-December issue of Bridal 
Guide magazine. 

“Before diamonds were readily avail- 
able, colored gems were the betrothal 
stones of choice,” says Diane Forden, the 
magazine’s editor-in-chief. Top choices 
include sapphires, rubies, emeralds,

Diamonds 

Diamonds are tough, with a melting 
point 2 1/2 times higher than that of 
steel. 

Discovered in India over 3,000 years 
ago, they have had a place in cultures 
around the world through history. The 
Greeks considered them teardrops from 
the gods. Romans said diamonds came 
from falling stars that guided the arrow 
of Eros, the god of love. In the Middle 
Ages, the gems were thought to have 
magnetic powers that could hold couples 
together. 

Diamond engagement rings are 
thought to have originated with Euro- 
pean royalty in the 15th century. 

Diamonds are judged by “the Four 
Cs” — cut, color, clarity and carat. Cut 
refers to the jeweler’s shaping of the raw 
stone, usually cutting 57 or 58 planes, or 
facets, that refract light and make the 
gem sparkle. Color is the natural hue of 
the stone, which can range from pure 
white (the most prized) to diamonds with 
a hint of color. Clarity is a rating of the 
natural inclusions, or non-crystallized 
carbon traces, present in all diamonds; 
the fewer the inclusions, the rarer the 
stone. Carat is simply the weight of the 
stone; a carat is 0.2 grams. Jewelers 
express diamond weight in points - 100 
points to a carat. The diamond’s rating 


affects its cost. The Diamond Informa- 
tion Center suggests using two months of 
a groom’s salary as guideline for the 
expenditure. Tiffany says simply that the 
choice should be the best the couple can 
afford. 

Colored stones 

Sapphires are the most prized of the 
blue stones, traditionally thought to sym- 
bolize innocence and truth. Alternate 
blue stones include aquamarine, iolite, 
blue topaz, spinel, tanzanite and tourma- 
line. 

Rubies are the most expensive and 
rare of quality gemstones. By tradition, 
they are symbolic of love and passion. 
Alternative red stones include garnet, 
rubellite, and spinel. 

Emeralds are soothingly green. 
According to tradition, master jewelers 
keep them nearby to rest their eyes peri- 
odically while working. The stone tradi- 
tionally symbolizes fertility, youth, and 
good luck. Other green stones include 
garnet, peridot, and sapphire. 

The warm glow of yellow or orange is 
usually found in topaz, a symbol of 
friendship and fidelity. Alternate stones 
in these colors include beryl, citrine, and 
tourmaline. 

A violet version of quartz, amethysts 
were worn by the ancient Romans to 
ward off the intoxicating powers of Bac- 
chus, god of revelry. Other stones in the 
pink-to-violet range include morganite, 
pink sapphire and pink topaz. 
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
